We donot know whether Sir Bartlo 
Frore would gravely maintain that in poli< 
tics the end justifies the montia, but)he has 
certaibly acted on that theory if South 
Africa. His conduct toward Ootewayo is 
ono long illustration of it. A tract of valu- 
able land was claimed alike by the Zulu 
king and hy tho Boers of the Transvaal. 
Confiding in English justice,Cetewayo sub- 
mitted his claim to the arbitration of Eng 
lish officors. Theso decided in his f{nvor, 
evidently to the surprise and chagrin of Sir 
Bartle l’rore, who made some inoffectual 
attempts to pot the award altered. Tailing 
in this he communicated the award to

Townsend Garratt, sworn :—I ‘live in 
Wollington,P. E. Co. ; am a hotel keeper ; 
know the prisoner ; never heard of the fire 
in the Centre Block until about three 
weoks ago ; it was in Belleville I first heard 
it, and the prisoner was the party who 
told me ; he said he was employed by Mr. 
Hynos ta set fire toit ; ho saidhe attempt- 
ed it once and was near getting caught,but 
the second time he accomplished his pur- 
pose ; he told mo this in connection with 
another transaction ; said transaction was 
as follows :—He was sitting on my stoop 
at Wellington on a Friday night “about six 
weéks ago, and wanted to know if Mr. 
Herrington another hotel keeper in the 
village was worth anything, ashe said he 
knew a couple of parties who wanted to go 
for him ; I told him he was worth from 
$4,000 to $5,000; he wanted to know if it 
would make any difference to me if 
Herrington’s buildings were out of 
the way: I said it might make some ; 
prisoner replied that if I would make it an 
object he knew a couple of parties who 
were willing to do the job, (Hero a further 
statement of the transaction was everruled 
by the Magistrate, on an objection raized 
by Mr, Clute.) I posted the authonties on 
what had taken place between prisonerand 
myself; the authorities were John Bell, 
Esq.,Q. C.,and Mr. Oampbell,Magistrate of 
Wellington ; I also spoke to Chief McKin- 
non the day I came over to meet Emsley ; 
this was after I saw prisoner ; I met hero 
by appointment with Emsley ; the samo 
day he made the confession I communica— 
ted it to Ohief McKinnon ; prisoner 
brought about the interview; the interview 
was sometime in July, aout the 20th, the 
object of the meeting was, he wanted to 
know whether I would give him the $160 
asked by him to burn Harrington’s Hote! 
in Uppor Wellington ; it was at that meet- 
ing he told me he set fire to the Centre 
Block ; atter this he came to Wellington in 
furthorance of his object. 

Cross-examined.—Dnring the six years 
1 have resided in Wellington, my hotel 
was burned down once ; it was set fire to; 
Herrington keeps tho hotel formerly kept 
by me ; no letters had passed between me 
and prisoner prior to the interview at my 
house ; I suspected Herrington of setting 
fire to my hotel when it was burned ; on 
that occasion there was nothing said to 
moe by prisoner about this fire ; had a let~ 
ter from Emsley between that and the fol- 
lowing Thursday, when I met him in

ONTARIO. 


In some respects the Province of Cntario is 
a model commonweaith. 

In the first place, it has only one House to 
do all its legislative buginesa, and this, after 
thirteen years’ experience, is found to 
accomplish all good purposes just as well as 
two Houses, and the people think a little 
better, whilst it saves a heayy expense and 
good deal of friction, and, perhaps, corruption, 

In the second place, it has no debt, and has 
a surplus income for improvements. 

In the third place, it has civil service reform 
in perfection. Candidates for employment in 
the civil service of Ontario hayeto go through 
a course of instruction m all branches likely to 
be directly or indirectly connected with that 
service. This was the plan adopted by the 
East India Company both imits military and 
civil service, and it gave England's Empire in 
the East the ablest military and civil servants, 
perhaps, in the world. There are oxaminations 
in Ontario at intervals all through the course 
of training for the civil service, of which 
records are kept, and the final examination 
fixes the grate of the student or cadet Tho 
highest class of certificates open the highest 
class of offices, the sccond the second class, 
and go on, The men who deyoto their liyes to 
the civil servic and are trained for it, must 
nesessirily be a more able, more reliable, and 
more faithful class than those who are put in 
by the fayor of Senators or members of the 
Legislature as a reward for support at elections, 
and who may be put out again after next elec- ( 
tions. Such servants have to make all they 
can in their brief and uncertain term of office, 


haying no warrant to look forward to the pro- |, 


motion which should follow good conduct in 
office. Most unfortunately for this country, 
whicheyer party succeeds in the senting elec— 
tion seems bound by its antecedents and declara- 
tions to follow our old pee of appeinting on 
tlie recommondation of legislators of oither or 
both Houses of the party dominant at the time, 
If long and thorouga proparation ia n 

for an officer in the army, whe, excopt in time 
of war, is an idler, why is it not necessary for 
an officer of Reyenuo, or Postal, or Indian De- 
partments, who are in active service all the 
time? And why should we not have in all 
Government service the stimulus to gool 
conduct of continuous employment and cértain 
promotion for ability and fidelity ? 

In tho fourth place, Ontario has, in common 
with all the other provinces of Oanada, local 
option in the matter of the liquor traffic. 
Kyery county, city or town can docide for itself 
every two yoars whether it will grant licenses 
for the salo of liquor or not; and, as in New 
England, the yoters of cach township and city 
have the management of their own affairs. 

Tn the fifth place, Ontario has a system of 
free education unsurpassed in the world. 

In view of these governmental advantages 
ond the excellent soil of a great portion of the 
proyinco, it is no wonder that Ontario, which 
is nearly as large on the map as Toxas, should 
have inoreased, and be increasing, in popula- 
tion, wealth add intelligence with great rapi- 
dity, or that its people should be taking a 
leading part in colonizing the great North- 
Woat.—N. Y. Witness.

' DIVORCES IN OTHER LANI 
| Ah Arab may divorce his wife on the slightest 
oceasion. So easy and common is the practice 
that Burckhardt assures us ho lias seen Arabs 
hot more that 45 years of ago who were known 
to havo had fifty, yet they rarély have more 
than one at a time. 

By the Mohammedan law aman may divorce 
hhis wifo orally and without any ceremony ; ho 
pays hor a portion, gonorally one-third of her 
dowry, Hs» may divorce her twice and take 
ther again without any Ceremony, bat if he put 
‘away by a triple divorce, conveyed in the same 
wontence, he cannot receive her again until sho 
jhas been married and divorced by nhother hus- 
‘band. 
| By the Jewish law it appears that na wife 
‘could not divorce her husband; but under the 
‘Mohammedan code, for cruelty and some other 
‘causes she may divorce him. 

Among the Hindoos, and also among the 
Chinese, a husband may divorce his wife on 
tho slightest ground, or even without assigning 
any reason. She is under the absolute control 
of her husband. 
| Tho law of Franco before the revolution, fol- 
lowing the judgment of the Catholic church, 
made marriage indissoluble, but dunng the 
‘early revolutionary period, diyorce was permit- 
‘ted at the pleasure of the partis when incom- 
patability of temper was alleged’ The Code 
Napoleon restricted this liberty. On the re- 
storation of the Bourbons, a law was promulgat- 
ed 8th May, 1816, declaring divorcé'to be 
abolished ; that all suits then pending for 
divorce by mutual consent should be void, and 
such is now the law of France,

TERRIBLE SCENES ON BOARD AND 
IN THE WATER. 


A Struggle for Life in a Hurricane. 
GRAPHIC RECITAL BY SURYIVORS 


JACKSON VILLE, Fla., Sept. 6.—The steam- 
er Water Lily, from St. Augustine, arrived 
yesterday, having on board A. R. Owen, 
civil engineer, and four seamen, survivors 
ofthe steamer City of Vera ©ruz. Mr. 
Owen stated : At one o'clock on Saturday, 
the captain was heard to rémark to Harris, 
tho first officer, *I notice the barometer 
falling rapidly ; we are going to havo. a 
hurricone,, Orders were given to throw 
overbeard the barrels of oil and cases on 
deck.’ The real blast of the oyclono struck 
us‘on tho port bow about twenty-five min- 
ntes to 2 on Saturday afternoon, and listed 
the ship almost on her beam ends. During 
the evening throe skylights in the main 
saloon wore carried away, and tho waves 
poured considerable water into tho saloons 
and staterooms setting all advift. By mid- 
night the, passengers was gonerally sitting 
or lying on the floor of the saloon, but 
they were flooded ont at 1a,m. The en- 
gine-room was dry. A drag was put on,but 
was useless, as it was too small for seryico 
even in proper order, At two o'clock the 
ship took o heavy sea, and the water put 
tho fires out immediately, stopping the on- 
gines. The donkey engine was then started 
and was goiug when the ship sank, The 
ypver came hurriedly below saying: that 

he captain had sent to tell the passengers 
to come and assist the crow or the vessel 
would go down. We immodintely got up. 


L.went to the deck and to'the floor of the 
engino-room; and assisted to pasa buckota 


for an hour. Captain Van Sice was.in the 
lihe near the top passing water whilé -T 
was there. It was no use. The soa was 


continually breaking ovor the ‘vessel; and 


coming, down. in danganonnilsice jbelwean 
decks. After this nothing remained but to 
got life-preservers updn the women, ‘There 
Was no excitément on board; evon the 
children were quiet and rousonable. “Each 
assisted the other in. arranging: the » life- 
preseryers... Tho storm at. this ; time, was 
most terrific. The ship listed to ber beam 
ends'at every wave. ‘The storm’ was so 
thiok that wecould not soo » hundred yards 
ahond,...Cho xoax of the wind and the beat- 
ing of the rain was like the rattle of mus- 
ketry. At twelve minutos past 4a. m,,the 
sea broke into the engine-room and through 
the saloon, making a crash like a battery 
of artillery, and striking terror for an in- 
stant into every one, dashing the saloon 
passengers, tablos, doors, and loose furni- 
ture together, and. into the water knee 
deep, Tho passengers now crewded into 
tho hall at the top of the saloon steps and 
SAID FAREWELL TO EACH OTHER, 


We adjusted their life-preseryers,and thoy 


___ | extended sympathy one to the other.Never 


before, perhaps, was thoro a set of passen- 
gors 6O quiot and go Jittle excited under cir- 
cumstances so appalling. Alexander Wall- 
endge brought a little boyto me and said, 
‘Owen, T will give you a thousand dollars 
in gold if-you will take my son and get him 
to. land.’ I said no, I didnot expect to 
live five minutes aftor the ship went down, 
I told him it would be a meroy to himsolf 
find his gon to go down as quickly as pos- 
sible. I told him I could see nothing to 
hopo for, in a storm like this. Miss 
Sadio Fay asked mo in her sweetest man- 
nor to take care of her, but I said to her, 
and to othora, there was nothing to be done 
but to stiok to the ship until we were waeli- 
ed from hor, thon cling to the fragmonts as 
long 48 possible, This plan should be car- 
ried out by every passonger. 


TME CAPTAIN 


was seon just before the sea smashed in the 
port side of the upper deck at twelve min- 
Utes past 4 a. m., but whotlLor ho got excit- 
ed and jompod overboard and was swept 
away is not known to avy of us. Tho first 
offiger, second mato, and one or two more 
of the crew took to the starboard bow boat 
ind wore killed before the boat could be got 
froo. Miller and his onginoers stood by tho 
ship till sho sank, Quartor-master Wm. 
O'Noal and a sailor stood at the whool un- 
til tho ship sank, The captain never camo 
near the passongers during the storm, nor 
did ho send to inquire into their condition, 
and it may be sincerely hoped no othor 
passongors may be left to so thoughtloss 
and indifforent aman. 
SINKING OF THE VESSEL. 

It was about 6 o'clook when tho ship 
wont down, broaking in thomiddlo, Thous: 
ands of pieces of wreekage were clashing 


togothor in tho water five minutes after the 
ship went to pieces. Meu, women and 
children, horses, cate aud rata wore mixed 


together, and ovoy this mast the waves 
wore surging fifty toct high, in poaksa like 
sugar loaves ; when wo wont up on one it 
was not Sone down on tho other sido, but

DEATH OF GENERAL TORBETT. 

General Torbott was picked up by 
} Cherlea Smith, one of the crew, fifteen 

minutes after tho ship sunk, Ho was then 
| Weak and could crawl on some fragments 
, of the wreck only with assistance. Whon 
| the fragment on which he was turned over 
a minute later Smith came up on the other 
| pieco and never saw the general agrin alive, 
| !he wind was so terrific that when a raft, 
plank, box or trunk would reach the top of 
& wave it was whirled through the air with 
a forco terrible to behold. 


BAD SCENES, 


Among the living and dying T° never 
passed a person who was not blosding from 
some wound inflicted by passing fragments, 
and half wore dead or dying within fifteen 
minutes after they took to the waves. It 
was most appaling to seo heroic women 
struggling ag inst timbers and waves. The 
stewardess was jammed in the saloon 
among doors and tables, and sank with the 
ship. She was crying bitterly, and appeal- 
ed to me for help when the water poured 
in upon hr like Niagara. I stood by the 
mainmast till the w: tor rushed in over the 
hurricane deck, and then climbed up the 
rigging twenty-five feet. I was waslted off 
by the waves, and the instant after frug- 
monts of wreck piled in and over me, For 
half an hour I rushed up one mountain of 
water, then down another, until, finally, I 


caught hold of a piece of tho ship twenty- 
five feot long. This was part of the wide ot 
the dining saloon. Through one window 
was the head and shoulders of a man,Thos, 
Grambool. Ho asked mo to break the pane 
and get him out,but as that was impossible, 
Eehoved him down and he then came up 
through the next opening. We now threw 
off our life-presorvers and stuck to the frag- 
ments of the wrook, through thick and tlyin, 
for 24 hours. During that time wo were 
atleast two-thirds of it under water, and 
at night we were both completely blind 
rom salt deposited in our eyes, 

Wednesday morning—the dead bodies ao 
far found and.known to have been on the 
Vera Crux are ten in number,!among which 
were three women. The const for a hun- 
dred miles is strewn with wrecks, and in 
that distance wo know ot the loss of two 
ateamors and eight sailing vessels. 

HEART-RENDING SCENES, 

St. Aagustine, Fla., Sept. 6.—Mason 
Talbot, one of the surviving seamon of the 
Vora Cruz, says when it was. determined 
to abandon the ship one of the boats was 
swung over the side and manned,., ho 
passengers tumbled in and the signal to let 
go was given. The boat went down witha 
run, bnt before’ she had gone ten feet the 
side of the ship comingup witha roll struck 
it, and those who were not crushed to death 
outright were dropped, half-stunned, into 
the sea, where they were drowned before 
our eyes, It was pitiful to see them strug- 
gling almost within our grasp, and then 
disappearing one after another in the wa- 
ter. Another boat was let off in the game 
manner, and was ground tosplinters against 
the ship's side, the occoupagts meoting the 
same fate. Those who now remained 
aboard were now completely unnerved by 
the horrjblo sights and shrieks of the 
drowning people, and rofused to enter the 
boats. 

SINKING OF THE SHIP. 

Such a scene I never before witnossed as 
that now presented. Men and women 
wore in the cabin praying, shrieking and 
Screaming. Ail of a sudden there was a 
suapping sound as\of many timbers giving 
way, The shook was felt all over the ves— 
sel, as sho had broken completely in two. 
Sho gave ono or two plunges,and the water 


rushed in through the wide open seams and:

Their bodies 
came ashore still bound in the samo man- 
ner. All Sunday night I was tossed about, 
till finally, at 7:80 on Monday morning, 
after having been in the water twenty-six 
hours, I was hurried upon the beach. I 
lay thore oxhausted a long time. Other 
six came ashore on the same beach, al- 
though at long distance apart. One of 
Talbot's campanions,in a nakod state,swam 
until he was cast upon the beach. He had 
no life preserver and was tho first to come 
ashore at Matanzns, 


THE WRECKERS AT WORK. 


Tho body of a young man woaring noth- 
ing bnt a shirt and drawers wasfound a 
few miles furthur sonth. Tho bodies of a 
man between 50 und60, an elderly lady, a 
girl and child wore washed ashore and’ tho 
coast swarme with wreckers; who have no 
hesitation in'robbing the dead bodies that 
fall into their hands, Stories are told that 
some hasten the death of the wrecked 
sailora and passengers to steal their pro= 
perty, There are no life-saying stations 
along tho coast and no organized crows to 
provent this piratical work. In many 
instances, if propor aid was as hand, tho 
lives of those in tho, critionl condition 
might bo saved. The rings and jewellery on 
bodies that camo ashore near’ Matanzas 
havo been secured and await identification. 
A numbor of private letters are also found. 
Sevoral trunks have beon found and the 
contents rosoured from the pirates into 
whose hands they had fallen.

But it is something novel to see it urged 
that the increased revenue produced by in+ 
creased taxation is evidence of tho country’s 
growing prosperity. The increased revenue: 
ta due to tho increased purchasing power of 
the people which a bountifal harvest lias 
brought about. It is useloss forvour Fin- 
ance Minister to seek to nppropriate to 
party profittho laws of mature and trade 
which are just now-operating bonoficially, 
not only in Oanada, but in other countries 
as woll.—Herald

MARRIAGE WITH DECEASED WIFE'S SISTER. 

Frrveay,—A message was. received from 
the Honse of Bishops asking the Lower 
House to*éoncur in a canon passed by their 
Lordships,forbidding clergymen to solemn- 
ize marriage between persons of the rela~ 
tionships specified in the table of dogrees, 

Along and animated discussion followed, 
in which some of the most prominent 
members of the clergy took part. With 
two exceptions the speeches wore strongly 
against legislation in favour of such mar- 
riages, some of the speakers denouncing 
them in very strong language. The two 
clergymen who dissented from their breth- 
ren were not in favour of such marriage, 
but they thought passing a canon on the 
subject in the face of an almost certain le- 
gislation noxt session to legalize such un- 


rassing to the clergy. ‘hose who dissent- 
ed from these views held that it was ther 
conscienticus duty to oppose such legisla- 
tion by evory means in their powor, and 
not to acquiesce in tho law ifit should be 
carried. Such legislation was designated 
by moro than ono clergyman as repealing 
the law of God.

EDITORS, 
EXTRACT FROM 4 SPEECH DELIVERED BY, 
CHARLES S, FREEMAN TO THE ANNUAL 
MEETING OF THE NEW YORK STATE PRESS 
ASSOCIATION IN TROY, 

Editors are born, not made. You oannot 
grind them up as yon do doctors, or lawyers 
or clorgymen. ‘ There is no ‘college’ where 
they are taught. ‘There is no curriculum for 
them to'study, There aré* no’ professors of 
newspapers. There are no ‘diplomas and 
there are no degrees for an editor. Perbaps 
T should'say that/none Of'the ordinary schools 
in whichlother professions are taught, adswor 
for the news rey THe best scliool “is the 
printingoffice, The best teacheris'the élick of 
the type,.and the atmosphere of the. compos- 
ing-room. The tact of aneditor cannot bo 
taught at anacademy, There are no books 
or masters to follow. Line the artist the edi- 
tor must have genius, and genius is not bor- 
rowed nor taught. But though you cannot 
teach editors in schools or academies, you 
can teach boys. And after you have taught 
the boy at school, you may teach the editor 
in a printing office, But be carcful not to 
insert him at the wrong end of tha shop. 
Start him down among the rollors and tho lye. 
brushes and ho will work his way to the sanc- 
tum. When he gets there he will know how 
to stay there, But if you start him at the 
sanctum, thé probabilitios are that ho will 

soon find himselfin the cellar, lt is one of 
the evils of our times that, not only with 
regard to this, but equally with regard’ to all 
trades and professions, tho young mon aro un- 
willing to bogin at the bottom, Tno grades of 
4 printing oflico should be as inexorable as the 
grades of an army, ‘Thero should be no 
removal except for cause, andy no promotion 
except for merit. The bistory of the newspaper 
press proves the position I haye taken. The 
best, the ablest, and the most successful edi- 
tora this land hus produced came up from» the 
rulo.and composing. stick, I have known 
Scores of tramping jour printors who-liad évory 
qualification for brillant success in journalism 
except tho ono of steady habits; men of wide 
learning, of sparkling genius and commanding 
intollect, And I noyer yot saw a strictly 
educated man who wag fit for an editor. They 
are too starchy and stiff, They are too nice 
and precise, They are too karned and pro- 
found, A profound nowspaper would dio in a 
week, Two thinga are certainly and equally 
fatal to a nowspaper, ignorance and profundity, 
But I think of the two it can stand ignorance 
tho better, for thero are a great many people 
who are ignorant, and vory fow who aro pro- 
found, Danicl Wobster once undertook to 
write an editorial for <aynewspaper. It was 
Seven columns long and solid with statesman 
ship and wisdom. But the editor advised him 
to deliver it in Congress and let tho nowspapor 
off, It sometimes happons that a school maa 
ter out of a job, or ambitious of fame, seoks 
Jourcls and cash in tho editonal sanctum, 
These aro tho worst failures in the whole lot.

THE MAINE ELECTION. 


Maine elected its State officers Monday, 
and our despatches indicate that the result 
is close and doubtful. Maine is the first 
of the States whore elections are held before 
November that was considered at all doubt- 
ful, and it was expected that the result of 
the elections Monday would be a pretty 
good index of the yote in that State at the 
coming Prosidontal olection.

8, Johnson,on Water street, 
lasteyening. Shortly after 5 o'clock a repres 
sentative of the Courier was notified that aman 
had fallen into the mouth of Johnson's limo- 
kiln, and was roasting to death. Tho nows- 
man hastened to the scano of the accident, and 
found # large’ crowd collecting while a number 
had climed upto the mouth of the kiln and 
were gazing horror-stricken into the yawning: 
furnace. Climbing up, the scribe looked into

DAILY ONTARIO. — 
WHAT IT MPANS TO BE DEAF AND 
DUMB. 


London Advertiser. 


Woe aro in recoipt of a pamphlet on the Deaf 
and Dumb, illustrated by artists who belong to 
that unfortunate class ot socidty, and compiled 
by the Principal of the Mackay Institution for 
deaf mutes at Montreal—Mr, Thomas Widd— 
who is hinself incapable of either speech! or 
hearing. It is an oxtromely interesting pro- 
sentation of tho nature, the needs, and the dis- 
advantages of deaf mutes, A history of the 
mental and moral condition, and the systéms 
of instruction, of the deaf and dumb, would be 
to many people like journeying through a 
comparatively unexplored country ; and in this 
litttle work we have a native of that unknown 
country to point out its, to him, long familiar 
characteristics ; its chief points of interest ; its 
strange and pitifn! remoteness from our own 
world of ever varying sound and neyer ending 
spooch. 

‘Two hundred years ago, when Dr. Wallis, of 
England, succeeded in teaching the rudiments 
of education to a deaf mute, it was thought one 
of the wonders of his day, and when wo consider 
the Alpine diflloultios which frown upon tho 
attempts of the most patient and enthusiastic 
instructor of the deaf and dumb, tho fact that 
they are taught to reason and to communicate 
may fitly be estimated as one of the wonders of 
alltime. A child who is thus afflicted can 
learn only by seeing, handling, smelling or 
touching different objects, and the only method 
by which he may bo taught is by means of his 
teacher touching an article, or performing an 
ation, and then inducing him to associate that 

article or action with tho words which reprosent 
it upon the blackboard. ‘Tho first steps, and 
indeed all the steps, toward tho acquisition, of 
language are painfully slow. 

That deaf mutes are moro heavily afilicted 
than the bl nd seema to be shown by tho fact 
that while there is hardly one among the former 
whose name is known in history, many of the 
latter have risen to eminence in literature, 
soienoe, musio, and logislation, ‘Chore aro ins 
stances on record of peopl suffering under the 
three-fold calamity of blindnoss, deafness, and 
consequent dumbnesy, who have, in ways hard 

tobe conceived possible, developed and im- 
proved their minds, Tho number of blind 
people in tho world is given at nearly a million; 
of deaf mutes, ovor 800,000; and of blind deaf 
mutos, about 60, 

Tho intellectual condition of the nneducated 
deat and dumb is described as being little abdyo 
that of the moro intelligent brutes, and lowea 
than that of the most unenlightencd sayagon, 
Noithor their own rofleotions nor the imporfoot 
attompta of thoir frionds to instrnot them have 
piven thom any idoa of right and wrong, of tho 
soul and its future existence, of tho Creator, 
This is a hard saying for those who beliove in 


f primitizo conscience, but as the outcome of 
the experience and observation of one who in 
himself o deaf muto it is worthy of note, Cor 
tainly, if this be true, no stronger inducement 
could be offered to the parents and friends ot 
tho deaf and dumb to give thom tho bonefita of 
on education which so much moro than do- 
voloping, scomsé in & sense actually to croate a 
mind and conscionce

two feet in length for every person, 

Upon this frame-work is spread arubber 
blanket. A few hemlock or spruco boughs 
aro spread beneath it for a bed, a fire 
built before it, then the camp is ready for 
its oconpants. Tho travellers craw) in un- 
der this rude structure, roll up in their 
blankets with their feat towards tho fire 
and in this way have a refreshing night's 
sleep, 

Should it bo too dark or wet, or the 
travellers tired, a boat is used for a camp, 
One end is placed upon a rock or stump if 
there should be sucha thing noar, and 
the blankets are sproad on the ground. 
Four persons, two under each end with 
their heads together can sleep quite com- 
fortably in this manner. 

Woe intended to remain a wook, so my 
companion and I cloared away a small 
piece of ground sevon toot wide by ten long. 
As soon as this was done the two guides 
cut and brought to the spot four poles.

CLEANLINESS IN MILKING, 

Butween the cow and the butter market, 
however, thero is a point which cannot be too 
carefully guarded—the way in which the 
milk is drawn from the cow and handled be- 
fore it reachos the milk room, A yory large 
part of the poor butter made, results from 
the milk being spoiled before it is even 
strained. One lot of butter oxamined at the 
fairshowed this at onco; it was not fit for 
any use as food, Some, on tasting it, would 
dave saidjanimal ador.’’ Perhaps so, but 
not from the cow. If the cow is healthy and 
has good food and puro water, there can be 
no odor or taste to the milk in the udder at 
all objectionable. Nor willthere be if the 
milk is drawn from a well cleaned udder by 
4 clean milker, in pure air, and kept away 
from all sources of taint. Others would have 
said this butter was ‘cowy.’’ Don’t lay such 
a charge to the poor cow; she did her part 
faithfully. The Butter we complain of is not 
cowy; itis horsey or pigsy, or worse yet, 
filthy. ‘The cow keeper and milker are the 
persons to hlame. Let every butter maker 
who has any regard for the reputation of his 
or her product, insist upon every possible 
precaution beiug taken by the milker to keep 
the milk pure and clean. No really good but- 
ter can be expected if the mill is taken from 
an unclean bag, or by a milkor with dirty 
hands or clothing, or if the milking is done 
in a filthy or ill-vyentilated stable, or the milk 
allowed to stand, even a short time, sur- 
rounded by impure air, It is the greatest 
mistake to suppose that if dirty foreign mat-

An adul; oraiy-outang has arrived in this 
country from Malacca, and will probably before 
long become, iu its turn, a centre of attraction 
and *the lion of the day’in the Zoological Gar- 
dens.

We followed a trail—that is, three black 
lines in the earth being parallel. The | 
horse walks in the middle one, and the 
cart wheels in tho other two. Well, the 
country did not change for a hundred 
miles, making o fine tract of country fit | 
| for settlement. Wethen left the ‘ trail’ 
for ‘Moose Mount,” and had to compass 
our way across the country, which is of 
the same class, until we reached our des- 
tination onthe 80th of June. Here we 
| found a well wooded ridge, fourteen or 
fifteen miles leng by three or four 
in width, which rises six hundred fect 
above the plain. We went up the mountain 
and right into the woods with axes to 
chop our way through, but after chopping 
and working allday we made only two 
miles, and had to camp in the bush. That 
night isa memorable one. No one slept 
till three or four o'clock in the morning. 
The mosquitoes were in millions, and the 
air was thick with them, The “Professor,” 
when looking at his watch, filled the case 
with them when he closed it. At last, 
however, fatigue overcame mosquitoes, and 
we fell asleep. Next morning we turned 
back and struck north along the mountain, 
until finally we struck onan old Indian 
hunting trail. The country here was mag- 
nificently beautiful. Little lakes lying in 
valleys, which were covered with good tim- 
ber—oak, poplar, ash, and maple. The 
soil is splendid. This is the country for 
settlers. Lots of woed and water, and not 
far froma Hudson Bay trading post. I 
am bringing home specimens of the soil 
with me. Ducks were here in any quan- 
tity, and the lakes abound with fish. That 
night we camped on the edge of the bound- 
less prairie that we had to cross—the great 
Souris plain. Hore we encountered a good 
many difficulties. Fortwo weeks we saw 
no wood and very little water. ‘The latter 
part of the plain had no water atall. We 
were thirty-six hours without it, and it was 
terrible walking on the scorching plain 
without water to quench our thirst. * * 
T have gone nearly a whole week without 
washing, owing to the scarcity of water, as 
we were crossing the big plain. We had 
to use water taken from mud puddles, 
sloughs, and olten stagnant at that—some- 
times with plenty of bugs and insects in it. 
When it is yery bad we strain it through 
an old handkerchief or towel. Between 
the Moose Mountains and Cypress Hills 
we had no wood to burn, but had to use 
what is called ‘buffalo chips.” It makes a 
good fire when dry, but many a time two 
or three of us had tofan it with tin plates 
constantly in order to make it burn, and 
then we could only boil the tea and fry a 
little salt pork, which with a little “ hard 
tack” made up our billoffare. But though 
it may sound rather hard to you it sounds 
well here, and to travellers with sharpened 
appetites tastes far better than many a 
meal at home made up with great variety 
and far better cooked. Iam as fat as I 
can well be and as strong as an Ox. 
My arms are twice as big and five 
times as dirty as when I left home. I can 
chop wood with any of the men, and can 
ride a horse at full speed without a saddle. 
I can walk all day in a rain storm, eat sup- 
per, andéthen roll up ina blanket under a 
cart and sleep ; yes,tleep soundly until fire 
o'clock in the morning,and then up and off 
again. Itisa glorious life; I am in love 
with it, and if I hadn’t some one to care 
for,and a name to earn Iwould never leave 
it, but 1 am thankful for the many reasons 
epi recraln me and guide my steps home- 
ward, 

Moose Mountain, the country around 
which he describes as so favorable for set- 
tlement, is a little more than one hundred 
miles west-south-west of Rapid City, and 
abont forty miles north from the lately dis- 
covered coal region on the Souris, which

THE STORY OF AYOOB KHAN'S 


DEFXAT. 


The special correspondent of the London. 
Times, writing from Oandabar, Sept. 2, 


tells the tull story of Ayoob's dofeat as fol-

guns. Orders were accordingly given as- 
signing this operation to Hardy, with the 
Oabul Brigades, while the Baba Wali 
and Morcha Passes should be watched 
and menaced by the Osddahar garri- 
son, ind the guns on the Baba Wall be 
silenced by the heavy battery. General 
Gough's cavalry was to act independently 
on tho left, and cut off fugitives icom the 
main attack. 

At 9a, m, the troops were in position, 
and at half-past 10 a commanding village 
in front of the infantry had been stofmed 
by the 92nd, the 2nd Goorkhas, and the 
regiments of the first Brigade, after boing 
heavily shelled by Battery O 2 of the Royal 
Artillery and by the screw-gun Battery © 
8, Bava) Artillery. This brigade was then 
joined by the 2nd, or Baker's Brigade, and 
the two advanced along the line of the can- 
alg antil they wore lost to sight around the 
shoulder of Pir-Paimal. The fighting was 
severe during this advance and in taking 
the village of Pir-Paimal, but the 8rd 
Brigade (Macgregor’s) was in the reserve to 
afford support if necessary, It was intend- 
ed that the troops should halt for some 
time in Pir-Paimal and reconnoitre further 
but the enemy showed continued confi- 
dence, and it was found advisable by Major- 
General Ross, who conducted the operation, 
to push on. The enemy resisted 
stoutly, and it was here that the 
principal loss was sustained. Two small 
advanced camps wero then sighted and 
captured together with some guns. After 
a brief struggle the alarm.caused by this 
success Was Communicated to Ayoob’s main 
camp further on, ang a general flight en- 
sued. Guns wero captured by our troops 
at each step, and 82 had been taken before 
they drew byeath at the village of Mazray’ 
far beyond the Baba Wali Pass. ‘Hero 
Gen. Ross halted his brigade at ono p.m., 
further infantry pursuit being impossible 
and useloss, As goon as Gen, Roberts saw 
how mutters were procooding ho.sont for 
the 8rd Bombay Cavalry and the drd Scinde 
Horse from tho fronf ofthe Baba Wall Pass 
to Mazra, and ordored them to carry on 
the pursuit for 15 miles further. Thoy met 
Gen, Gongh's cavalry roturning, and ro- 
turned with them to Oandahar. The cavalry 
pursued tho fugitives in the direction of 
Aherpn| and killed botween 200 and 800, 
70 of whom foll to tho sabres of the 8rd 
Punjaub Cavalry in one place. Thoy then 
swept round and met the Bombay Onyalry, 
as bofore mentioned.

STEAMSHIP ASHORE, 


THE MURDER OL LORD LOUNTMORRIS. 


Another Nihilist Soare, 


Lonpon, Sept. 27.—The steamer Canopus 
went ashore in a dense fog, going at fal 
spéed, and ran high on the rocky beach 
850 tons of cargo were thrown overboard ;

of blood lifeless. Ho received ‘a bullet in 
the head,throo in the neok,two in the body, 
any one sufficient to cause death. Ho 
was little known, except oyerthe neighbor 
hood, and throughout Mayo and Galway 
he had small estates, which he farmed to 
some extent. He had 15 tenants with 
whom he had most unhappy relations. 
Quite recently he obtained ejectment de 
crees against two of them. As a niagistrate 


he was unpopular, and at a meeting of jus- 
tices which he had been attending, a reso- 
lution was passed calling upon the Govern- 
ment to adopt coercive measures.

THE RECONNAISSANCE — POSTPONEMENT OF 
HOSTILITIES, 


Granosa, Sopt.§ 26.—The ships which 
sailed to yéconnoitre the Albanian coast 
hayé returned to Ragusa. The Albanians 
aré flocking to Dulcigna in great numbers. 
The Montenegrins will postpone hostilities 
until the Turkish troops are withdrawn. 
‘Phe Montenogrins are roady to engage the 
Albanians, but do not wish to fight the 
Turkish regulars. The departure of the 
international squadron is said to be sus- 
pended in censequence of fresh negotiations 
started by Montenegro, 

THE ARRANGEMENT FOR HOSTILITIES, 

The Prince of Montenegro in an inter- 
viow with Seymour expressed the strongest 
conyiction that his troops could take Dul- 
cigno unaided. Tho answer of Riza Pasha 
to Seymour's ultimatum was most em- 
phatic, The Pasha said his orders were to 
protect the integrity of the Ottoman terri- 
tory. He would firo on any force, Monte 
nogrin or other. Seymortr informed the 
Prince of Montenegro that ho had received 
a telogram from the British Ambassador 
stationed at Oonstantinople, saying that 
the affair was mow in the hands of 
the British Admiral the Prince of 
Montenogro. At a socond conference tho 
Prince assured Seymour that his troops 
wore roady to march to Duloigno immoe- 
diately. It has beon arranged that nota 
shot will be fired from the fleet noar the 
town of Dulcigno,but that fire will be open- 
ed on Mazura and other fortified positions, 
Tho Montenogrins havo six guns. Signals 
have boon arrangod botweon Soymour and 
the Montenogrin divisional commander, 
Kiiza Pasha has oa well equipped battery of 
horse artillery.

A Letter Desoriptive of the Route. 


A MOUNTED POLICE RECRUIT RELATES 
HIS EXPERIENCE. 

We have been fayored with a copy of the 
following letter which Major Guernsey has 
received from his son, who lately joined 
the Mounted Policeforee, It was written 
without any view to publication, and—we 
say it at the risk of aspersing communica- 
tions of the kind which are—may be depend- 
ed upon.

The uniform is a 
scarlet tunic, with yellow braid and large 
brass buttons with a buffalo-head on them, 
dark blue breeches with a broad yellow 
strip, top boots, spurs, white gauntlets, 
white helmet and brass spike, Some of 
the troops have got Winchester repeating 
rifles and some Suider carbines and Adams’ 
revolver. ‘The belts are brown lesthor,and 
the overcoat is similar to the artillery. The 
men mustered thirteen strong and were 
pag in charge ofa sergeant named Ryan. 

eused to be a drummer in the 40th 
Regiment, was afterwards in “B” 
Battery of Quebee, and joined the 
N. W. P, in 1874. He appears to 
be a very officient man, and is, I believe, 
ono of tho best-lked non-coms., in the 
force. Wo left Sarnia by the steamor 
“Quebec,’’ a largo sorew-boat, and had a 
splendid trip adross the lakes, “he first 

nited States town we struck was Sault 
Ste. Marie, a very protty little place, where 
I first saw United States soldiers, They 
appsar to be all a very slouchy lot. Lake 
Superiur is vory cold—tho water is just 
like ice, water, and it is.as cold as. Novem- 
ber in the Sorin tts The scenery is mag- 
nificont and if woll worth seeing. Silver 
Islot is ‘a’small rook, covered with sheds for 
mining purposes; Prince Arthur's Land- 
ing is a thriving place, and there is an im- 
mense lotot railway iron for the Oanada 
Pacific Railway piled there. We lad 
a numberof English and Indh navvies on 
board for working’on the railway. Sonio 
of them wero old soldiers, and one of them 
had been in the 28rd O. W. Fusiliers in As-_ 
liantee. We got to a Ve after five days, 
It is s very busy place, depending on im- 
migration. Wages are good there, laborers 
gotting $2.50 perday. Woe left on the N. 
P. Railway for Bismarck, and passed 
through some fine scenery that evening. 
Next morning we saw the first of the 
prairies, and soon got to Glyndon, whence 
the train goea to Winnipeg. It was just 
erowded with people. We gotto Bismarck 
about OHS m., and went down to the 
boat. The Missouri is a fine large rivor— 
just the color of pea-soup, owing to the 
clay-banks, The channel of the river is 
continually changing and the current runs 
yory swiftly. The steamers are propelled 
by a paddle-wheel in the stern, and 


they go about four miles an hour. 
The fuel used is cottonwood, of 
which they burn thirty cords a 


day, and they have a orew of twonty or 
thirty niggers. We saw plenty of game, 
and shotthree buffalo. The ducks along 
the line of tho N, P. R. aro in thousands. 
It took us about fourteen days to get to 
Benton, during two of which wo were 
stuck on a bank within sight of it. hore 
is splena Sconery along the Missouri,great 
high banks, and rocks on top of them look- 
ing just like ancient ruined castles. We 
saw any number of Indians along the route 
and at ono place wo met a party of U. 8. 
soldiers looking alter hostilo Indians, They 
aro slouching fine strapping young fellows, 
and looked fit for anything. Bonton is a 
thriving place, and js a re-nlar frontior 
town, full of miners, teamsters, ' Indians, 
Chinese, and almost every nation under 
thesun, Prices aro about two and a half 
times dearer than in Canada. Tho 
streets aro strown with scattered cards, and 
it is a foarful place for gambling, nearly 


every other house being a saloon, Prinks 
are twenty-five cents apioce. Men walk 
round with pistols in their belts, Wo loit 


on Sunday. Thorois no Sunday in tho 
West, it ia just like any other day ; the 
shops aro all opon, and business gone on 
just the same. Wo had two waggone hitch- 
od together, and cight horses to draw us. 
The country wo pasced through was very 
barron, nothing but short grass to bo soon. 
Woe had to drink n little alkali water onco 
for twonty hours; it mado mo sick ; it is 
just like medicine and water. Wo passed 
lota of bull trains, drawn by twelvo oxon 
to cach wagon, anda follow with a long 
whip to driyo them. I got somo gamo 
coming alone, wauro you it 
wont vory good, ‘lle police wore un- 
dor canvas two iniles trom the Vort, 
and; of courac, we were put in tonts, There

Suddenly a tramp of a horse was heard, 
and a figure appeared at the turn of the 
road “Hush !'' and everything was still 
as death within the bushes, as the uncon- 
scious horseman rode slowly down to the 
brook and paused, where it widened into 
a pool on crossing the road, to allow his 
horse to drink. But the quiet of the scene 
was suddenly interrupted, Paulding 
sprang from the bustles and seized the 
horse by the bridle. Puulding, lately im-
